“We were insulted continually by 
Mexicans after the trouble began.” 
sald Loveland, Wo talked freely of 
their experiences, “but at no time did 
we feel any danger. There are about 
thirty-five Americans left at Salina 
Cruz, including four women. We 
used every possible argument to get 
the women to leave but they refused 
because they expected their husbands 
to return from Rincon up in the hills 
and take them away. Since we left 
we have learned that the men went 
east when they found the railroad 
closed and are now bound for New 
York on an Atlantic steamer. 

“The women left behind are Mrs. 
W. K. Addis, wife of the chief surgeon 
of the railway; Mr. R. EK. Murphy. 
wife of the auditor of the road: Mrs. 
Harry Lawton, wife of the paymaster 
and Mre. A. L. Schumacher, whose 
husband is also a paymaster. Mrs. 
Addie has two children and Mrs. 
Murphy three. The only one of the 
four whose husband remained is 
Mrs. Schumacher. 

“The last train that came from 
Rincon was held up by Gen. Gamboa. 
commander of the Oaxaca military 
tone, who offered protection after 
taking the Americans prisoners. We 
Aid not like the idea of staying under 
his ‘protection’ however, and when 
he stepped from the train the con- 
“4uctor gave the engineer the signal 
and we pulled out, leaving him stand- 
ing beside the track. 

“There were about 500 Federal 
soldiers around Salina Cruz and no 
Constitutionalista.

ceived the first few days at his winter 
residence, the secretary of the Mex!- 
can association telegraphed him from 
Los Angeles as follows:

With ite. compliments and 
good wishes for the New Year the 
Mexico-American Association, orgcan- 
ized to promote better understanding 
and relationship between Americans 
and Mexicans, offers ite services.” 

The language of the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidaigo, referred to in the 

is as follows: 

“In the name of Almighty God, the 
author of peace, etc... Axt. 
XXI. If unhappily any disagreement 
should hereafter arise between the 
governments of the two republics, 
whether with respect to the interpre- 
tation of any stipulation in this treaty 
or with respect to any other particu- 
lar concerning the political or com- 
mercial relations of the two nations, 
the said governments in the names of 
those nations, do promise to each 
other that they will endeavor in the 
moet sincere and earnest manner, to 
settle the differences so arising and 
to preserve the state of peace an“ 
friendship in which the two countries 
are now placing themselves, using for 
this end mutual representations and 
pacific negotiations. And if by these 
means they should not be enabled to 
come to an agreement, a resort shal! 
not on this account be had to reprieals, 
aggression, or hostility of any kind, 
by the one republic against the other, 
until the government of that which 
deems itself aggrieved shall have 
maturely considered in the spirit of 
peace and good neighborship, whether 
it would not be better that such dif- 
ference should be settled by the ar- 
bitration of commissioners appointed 
on each side or by that of a friendly 
nation.” 

THANKED FOR SUGGESTION. 

About a month ago the secretary 
of the association received from the 
Secretary of State an acknowledg- 
ment of this suggestion, with thanks 
to the association for its suggestions 
and offer of services. It would seem 
that the talk of mediation must have 
becun about that time since undoubt- 
edly it had been considered in advance 
and discussed by the representatives 
of the South American powers which 
have tendered it and by our own rep- 
resentatives who must have given it 
careful consideration before announc- 
ing the plans to the public. This sug- 
gestion of mediation is not popular 
at present with those who are en- 
thusiastic for war with Mexico, nor, 
of course, with those who would profit 
thereby, but I am convinced that the 
greater mass of the American people, 
the thoughtful, conservative ones, 
who have observed the horrors of 
war during our own civil strife, who 
have seen within a year the business 
of the world disturbed by the Balkan 
trouble and who foresee disorder and 
disorganization for a generation in 
the future in an effort to restore quiet 
and order by War upon a nation which 
really desires nothing but peace are 
vastly pleased at the prospect of 
peaceful settlement. The conserva- 
tive and thoughtful enes of Mexico 
are just as anxious for peace as the 
people of the United States. They 
are anxious for internal peace and 
even the leaders on both sides of the 
revolution are anxious for peace, and 
have been looking forward for a year 
for suggestions from their great neigh- 
bor and former friend that would 
bring about a settlement instead of 
the apparent efforts on the part of the 
neighbor and friend to increase and 
foment the internal disturbances of 
the former republic. 

REGARDING THE “INSULT.” 


have published it to the world that 
we incited, aided and abetted the rev- 
olution in Mexico and now we assert 
that for a trivial incident, insult if 
you please. we are about to bring the 
forces of our might to crush a small 
nation. Is it any wonder that we 
have started up animosity and in- 
vited reprisals from the ignorant 
Mexican populace already inflamed to 
Warlike passions by their own dif- 
ficulties and dissensions?: Is it not 
time for us, as a Christian nation, en- 
gaged as we are at present in negotiat- 
ing arbitration treaties with all the 
world, to stop criticising our more ig- 
norant and  ilese-civilized neighbors 
and extend to them the hands of a 
great and powerful friend, se tney 
formerly supposed us to be. No quar- 
rel can be settled by its continvance. 


[No misunderstanding between friends 


can be adjusted while those friends 
carry on a war of recrimination and 
insulting statements. When friends 
reach a point where human nature 
asserts itself in its vilest moods, it 
is time that mutual friends should 
step in, and while quieting the pas- 
sions of the disputants, suggest a 
method of settlement. There is no 
trouble in settling any difference if 
we sit down quietly and discuss it 
without passion or rancor. There it 
a way out of every difficulty and it 
‘a a more honorable way than war, no 
matter how Freat tie b. OvOcation. «as 
a nation we condemn the former prac- 
tice of duelling. Should one gentle- 
man insult another in anger or at @ 
moment of thoughtlessness or by mis- 
understanding, he is not allowed un- 
der our law to resort to the former 
method of meeting on the field of 
honor and shooting the insulter or be- 
ing «hot. And why should we advo- 
cate a duel between our nation and 
another and weaker nation, because 
of an unintentional insult which did 
no harm, except to our feelings There 
is no reason why any nation should 
insult our flag, nor would we brook 
an intentional insult either to our tag 
or our dignity. We, ourselves, have 
inadvertently insulted other nations 
and we have apologized in the usual 
manner. The apelogy of the Mexi- 
can government apparently could not 
be accepted because we could not 
acknowledge that it was a govern- 
ment, but is it not time for us to 
forget the personality of Huerta, and 
the personality of Villa and of Car- 
ranza, and think of the Mexican peo-

BUSINESS UPSET. 

The business equilibrium of the 
world at present is completely upset 
by our quarre] with Mexico. Proper 
conditions of business could be re- 
stored in a measure by a definite 
agreement of settlement. 

Last November Senor Emeterio de 
la Garza, Jr., publicly stated in the 
New York Evening Sun that Huerta 
would resign tomorrow if Washing- 
ton would change its attitude. That 
would seem to indicate that the set- 
tlement of al the difficulties lies 
with Washington and surely our gov- 
ernment must exhaust every other 
method of settlement of this difficulty 
before resorting to real war. Some 
of the principal arguments against 
war, on the part of the United States 
against Mexico, the inevitable 
annexation of at jeast a portion of 
that country, seem not to have been 
brought to the attention of the 
public, at least I have seen no sUg- 
gestions in print along these lines. 
Assuming a succesaf war, and, of 
course, 100,000,000 Americans can de- 
feat 15,000,000 Mexicans, and aasum- 
ing that as a recompense for our 
expenses in waging this war we do 
as is usually done, demand from the 
conquered nation, payment for our 
trouble in destroying their integrity 
and independence, and that we annex 
a portion of Northern Mexico, what 
have we done? At the cost of a 
few hundred milos we have 
quadrupled the value of every piece 
of land in Northern Mexico, and we 
will buy this land from the Mexicans 
at four times the price at which we 
could buy it now; we double or 
quadruple the wages of all the work- 
ing people of that country and we 
will pay these wages from our own 
pockets. The United States, itself, 
while able to claim sovereignty over 
that large expense of country, would 
not profit one dollar. The interest 
on the cost of the conquest will not 
be paid by an increase of taxes from 
that territory for 1 0 years. The 
expense of the maintenance of order 
will be greater than the value of al) 
the taxes and customs receipts and 
profit by American individuals for 
more than a generation. Declara- 
tion of war with Mexico will 
reduce temporarily by 10 to 25 per 
cent. the value of all railroad and 
industrial securities in the United 
States. The annexation of the north- 
ern portion and the accession to con- 
trol by the United States of the land 
which is practically all owned by 
individuals, and the consequent de- 
mand for this land on the part of 
the settlers, who will leave the United 
States to take advantage of the great 
possibilities of farming and stock 
raising in that section, will reduce 
the value of every piece of farming 
property now in the United States 
not leas than 25 per cent. The Men- 
can owners of these properttes, sell- 
ing them to Americans in large or 
small bodies for greatly advanced 
prices, will take our good money and 
go to Europe to live upon the pro- 
ceeds. The present American owners 
of agricultural estates in Mexico will 

rollt te the extent of several 

undred per cent. increase of the 
selling value of their land. 
CONTRACTORS BENEFITED. 

The army contractors and concerns 
in the United States, which manu- 
facture ammunition and supplies of 
war, will have a temporary boom in 
their business, but no other citizens

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of the United States will profit in 
way whatever. We will lose 
some of the flower of our youth, not 
so much by death from bullets, but 
by disease and hardships. One 
hundred thousand hom will be 
made desolate by death. o expense 
of all this must be borne by the 
people at large. There will be an 
increase of the bonded debt in the 
United States. There will be an in- 
crease of taxes, there will be an in- 
crease in the high cost of living, and 
there can be no general economical 
benefit unless it come to future gen- 
erations, by reason of the enormous 
sacrifices. ef the present. Contrary 
to general belief, the greater ma- 
jority of Americans, who have form- 
erly been operating in Mexico are 
not in favor of war. Of course, since 
the trouble has become so acute and 
there seemed to be no way of settling 
the internal trouble, many who have 
opposed war from the beginning, now 
feel obliged to concede that war is 
the only remedy and that there is 
no other way of restoring peace in 
Mexico, but there is, another way 
and that is by getting together. The 
Americans who are interested in 
Mexico must get together and pull 
for one purpose. The patriotic 
Americans, who deplore war and its 
consequences must get together, give 
up criticism of our neighbors, talk 
the matter over in a friendly spirit 
and vive the assistance, which we 
are able and qualified to give, which 
is the only thing needed at present 
to settle Mexico's internal di cult en. 
and avoid a strife which wil! be felt

The exemption of coastwise vessels

There is reason to de- 
lieve also that Washington is quietly 
working to this same end through 
military and civil agents sent Mere 
to talk things over with representa- 
tive Mexicans. 

By delaying any contemplated ex- 
tension of military operations, the 
Washington government feels there is 
a probability that armed resistance 
may be eliminated to a measurable 
degree and countless lives saved, 
Mexican residents of Vera Cruz 
freely expressed today their convic- 
tion that the continuation in power of 
Provisional President Huerta is a 
matter of only weeks at most. 

The refugees from tne capital who 
arrived here from Puerto Mexico on 
board the transport Hancock’ today 
and later were transferred to the 
steamer Monterey, on board which 
they will proceed to Galveston, said 
they had received good treatment on 
the way from the capital to Puerto 
Mexico. Their only suffering was due 
to heat. 

It was estimated that from 5600 to 
800 Americans remained in the cap- 
ital, most of whom felt that they 
could not leave their interests unpro- 
tected. 


SENTIMENT IN CAPITAL. 

It was declared that when the -ef- 
ugees departed from Mexico City anti- 
American demonstrations had ceased. 
The refuffees, however, insisted that 
this change of feeling on the part of 
the Mexican people Was on the sur- 
face only and that a strong undercur- 
rent of anti-American sentiment was 
discernible. Beyond commandeering 
the establishments of several Amerir 
can garages and motor car companies, 
refugees believed the damage done by 
mobs to American property in the 
capital was slight. 

It was stated by the refugees that 
many other Americans provaoly 
would have taken the opportunity to 
leave Mexico City if the refugee train 
had come direct to Vera Cruz, but 
they dreaded the roundabout Jour- 


ney. 

A few of those on board the Han- 
cock reported that they previously 
had made their way to Soledad, only 
to be turned back by the Federal 
general, Maas. 

It was officially announced today 
that the Monterey will be the last 
refugee boat from Vera Cruz. None 
of the refugees were permitted to 
come eshore today. 

Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the Ameri- 
can Charge d’Affaires, and his fam- 
ily and Charles Parker and Mrs. 
Parker left here tonight on board the 
United States navy tender Yankton 
for Gelveston. Mr. Parker was a 
clerk in the embaasy at Mexico City.

WHERE IS b. W. JACOBUS? 


Sole Support of Old Father and Dy- 
ing Mother Drops from Sight With 
Pay Envelope in Pocket. 

D. W. Jacobus, 33 years old, is 
missing from his home, No. 346 
Seuth Fremont avenue, where his 
mother lies dying and his feeble old 
father, E. F. Jacobus, is totally 
without means of subsistence. He is 
too weak to work, and even if he 
could he cannot leave the bedside of 
Mra. Jacobus, for whom the last call 
may come at any moment. 

Young Jacobus was a light trim- 
mer for the Economic Gas Company 
until April 21. He had been paid

Not one breath of 
air did he give himself, and his 
abused lungs, complaining of such 
treatment, heaved and pounded until 
other sleepers in the lodging-house at 
Fifteenth and Main streets heard the 
commotion in the dying man's body. 
They notified Jakey Kirchenbaum, 
the proprietor, who leaped through 
the transom and saved Guss life. 

It was not charity to Gus. He had 
a sorry time urging himeelf to the 
point of taking his life, yesterday, he 
said afterwards, and did not thank 
his friend Jakey at all for his trouble. 

Once some years ago, Gus had res- 
cved another person under almost 
identical conditions, and when the 
other person was resuscitated, he be- 
came a6 ehraged at the good offices 
of Gus as rescuer that he gave Gus 
a sound trouncing, and Gus never 
forgot it. 

Two of his ribs were broken, a 
shoulder tendon was stretched, and 
business was bad for Gus, who is a 
decorator and painter. 

His bills were collecting to a point 
where his credit was protesting. At 
last he had but one dollar in the bank, 
and that was needed for laundry. 
When he arose yesterday morning, he 
went to the window to look out over 
the city. and his pestiferous collar 
button slipped between his fingers, 
and fell into a sewer opening. 

That was the limit. Fifteen cents 
additional was needed for a new but- 
ton. 

It was then that Gus set his house 
in order, arranged his clean under- 
wear. packed his suit case, drew a 
check for the last dollar in the bank, 
and wrote letters of farewell to his 
friends, asked a painter friend to say 
a “few kind works” at his funeral, and 
prepared the gas hose. 

Then he picked out a fresh clean 
shirt. the best he had, and fixed it 
for the undertaker to use. In the 
rear of the neck there was no but- 
ton. He said he thought that would 
make no difference. So when he re- 
covered in the hospital he had to 
hurry out and get a new button.

_ AGAINST FIBER BOXES. 


HE Interstate Commerce Commis- 

sion at Washington yesterday de- 

Cided against the discrimination 
of freight rates in shipments using 
fiber boxes, thereby opening a way to 
the saving of millions of dollars for 
California shippers. The fight for 
adjustment of rates, giving the fiber 
box the same grade as the wood bex 
or crate, was started more than two 
years ago by the R. W. Pridham Com- 
Dany of this city, and goon became «4 
natlonal issue. 

California is the only State 
Union in which the railroads charged 
2 all shipments 
ma in fiber boxes than in wood 
boxes. Had the commission's finding 
been adverse, every other State would 
have had to pay an increage in the 
freight rate, a fact realized by the big 
shippers of the Bast, who appeared 
before the commission and showed 
that a return to the use of wood boxes 
would practically mean the destruc- 
tien of their industries. of 
the small margin of profit on which 
they are operating, and which would 
have been erased by the in in 
freight costs and the cost of 
the wood box or crate.

(LOCAL OORRESPONDENCT. | 
IMPERIAL, May 1.—The Pacific 
Land and Cattle Company, with 
putting 


10,500 acres in Lower California un- 
der cultivation at this time at the 
rate of 320 acres per week, for fat- 
tening cattle, and in a short time 
this company will bring large herds 
from the ranges of Arizona, Texas 
and New Mexico to prepare them for 
the market.

Electric Power Development.

This development 
of electric power is creating a new way 
of locomotion in the State in the trackless 
trolley.

This is a popular summer resort, and the 
line is expected to be ready for service dur- 
ing the summer season. 


Fine Beet Crop. 

HE Anaheim Sugar Company reports the 

finest crop of beets coming to maturity, 
both in size and quality, ever harvested in 
the district. The company has under con- 
tract 9000 acres, and the beets are unusu- 
ally near maturity for the date. The 
“Mother Colony” is wide awake and doing 
things. It is announced that the Anaheim 
Union Water Company has installed one 
more large pumping plant on its property. 
This will cost $5000, to be operated by an 
electric motor of 150 horse power, and de- 
velop more than 300 miners’ inches of 
water. 


California Highway System. 

HE construction of the State highway 

system is making excellent progress. 
Nine contracts for a total of 53.6 miles were 
let the other day at Sacramento at a total 
cost of $374,828.

N A SINGLE week on the Nuevo rancho, 
in the Lake Hemet and Perris district, 
there were planted 8000 young fruit trees.

Get the Native Product. 

N THE issue of Sunday, April 26, The 
Times published an elaborate article ex- 
posing the adulteration of imported olive 
oll. The article alleges that this is par- 
ticularly true of the Italian oils of Tuscany, 
usually known in this country as Lucca oil. 
It is asserted that last year the olive oll 
exported from this district to the United 
States alone amounted to 2,000,000 pounds 
more than the total production of the olive 
berries of the district. This is not new. 
More than twenty years ago the writer, then 
the publisher of a trade paper in San Fran- 
cisco, reprinted from an English journal a 
similar article exposing the adulteration of 
these same Italian oils. The article just re- 
ferred to alleged that a large English house 
of world-wide reputation dealing in pickles 
and oils had been fined for putting on the 
English market Lucca oils adulterated with 
cottonseed oil.

floss, decorated water jars, gilded crystal 
stands, each with twelve small crystal bot- 
tles decorated with flores de oro, flowered 
cups for broth, porcelain platters flowered 
in green and red with tureens to match, 
shaving basins, black mantillas, Brittany lin- 
ens, peppers, nutmegs were among the ar- 
ticles brought in. They were exchanged 
for hides, tallow, beef and miscellaneous 
produce. As the greatest producing country 
in the matter of live stock and crops was in 
the region of the present Los Angeles 
county, San Pedro, San Juan Capistrano, 
and contiguous coves knew more of contra- 
band trade than any other ports; and here 
it was carried on most successfully, leaving 
the least records. There can be no word of

blame for the padres in becoming parties to 
smuggling operations. The missions were 
the industrial centers. They manufactured 
everything they could, notwithstanding 
Richard Henry Dana's later accusation of 
laziness against the denizens. The padres 
became responsible for the community. 
Even the presidios drew heavily upon the 
missions for supplies for comandantes and 
soldiers. Later on, duties on both imports 
and exports were so excessive that even the 
prosperous missions would have been 
drained and the friars unable to protect 
those dependent upon them. 

Smuggling received a setback when, on 
June 3, 1813, the Mercury lay at anchor op- 
posite a ri.cho owned by the descendants 
of Jose Fi: ncisco Ortega, fifteen miles be- 
low Santa Barbara. A boat from the coast 
guard ship, La Flora, surprised and seized 
the vessel-—-Earys, his common-law wife, his 
twenty-five-days-old daughter, and the en- 
tire crew being taken. The comandante, 
Jose Arguelio, held the ship and papers su! 
ject to condemnation proceedings in Mex- 
ico. While Eayrs and his family were well 
treated, they were separated, and Mayr’ 
himself reduced to poverty by the years of 
detention and delay. “But in the entire 
case of the Mercury the significant poifit is 
the open recognition by California officials 
that the province, denied subsistence unde: 
Spanish commercial regulations, must coun. 
tenance smuggling or perish.” 

“In general, all the officials resident on 
this coast,” wrote Eayrs, “have encouraged 
my trade, and at their request I have given 
them agricultural tools and other things 
that they needed. I have provided the 
priests with what they required for instruct- 
ing the natives, and for the ceremonies of 
religion. They have paid me with provi. 
sions, and some few otter skins. I have 
clothed many naked, and they have given 
me in return products of the soil, as the 
officers of this district can inform Your Ex 
cellency. My dealings have not been clan- 
destine, but with the full and tacit consent 
of the Governors. Let Fray Marcus Ami- 
stoy at Santa Barbara be questioned in 
verbo sacerdotis, tacto pectore, concernin= 
these transactions.” 

On November 12, 1819, Arguello wrote to 
Viceroy Calleja: “The padres are con 
cerned in illicit trade from a grave and gen. 
eral necessity of clothing and other mate- 
rials which they have experienced in the 
past, and experience more and more from 
day to day in the jurisdiction of this govern- 
ment.” The case of the Mercury was not 
disposed of until after 1819. 

In 1826 not less than 200,000 head of cattle 
were in Southern California. On the private 
ranchos slaughter took place annually, at 
the missions weekly. The hides were, for 
the most part, not sold green, but staked 
out and dried, the tallow tried“ and run 
into bags of bullock skin, each with a ca- 
pacity of twenty-five pounds. An agent or 
supercargo would fit up a store on board 
ship with shelves, showcases and drawers. 
Here tea, shot, silk, calico, ete, were sold 
wholesale or retail in exchange for hides, 
tallow, etc. Often the traders did not wait 
for the inhabitants to come to the ship, but 
visited the ranchos and missions, penetrat- 
ing to the remotest establishments about 
San Pedro, and trading in Los Angeles. 

Under ain the hide and tallow export- 
ing privilege had been confined to govern- 
ment vessels. Under Mexican rule, the Bos- 
tonians, John R. Cooper, William A. Gale. 
Nathan Spear and Bryant and Sturgis, and 
the Englishmen David Spence and McCul- 
lock, Hartnell & Co. were given “open port” 
privileges, they being taxed 25 per cent., and 
later 42.5 per cent. Besides, an anchorage 
tax of $10 was imposed, and tonnage tax of 
$2.50 per ton. Naturally, this increased the 
determination to evade the law. Later, all 
ports excepting that of San Pedro were 
closed, and even this was eventually barred. 
And so the government juggled, with the re- 
sult that smuggling took on new lte. It 
was often accomplished by the “douceur,” 
which meant that the customs officers would 
be entertained below with the best liquor 
and tobacco, while the cargo was so manipu- 
lated as to leave the greater part exempt. 
Sometimes the larger and more valuable 
part of the cargo was conveyed to some con- 
venient landine-place at one of the Sante 
Barbara Channe! islands, or some retired 
nook on the ruinland coast, and after th.

From Our Own Correspondent, 


ICUANI (Peru.)—I am at Sicuani, a 

littie town on the great plateau that 

lies between the two ranges of the 
Andes. This plateau runs north and south 
for a thousand or more miles through Ecua- 
dor and Peru. I am now at the southern 
ead of it, several hundred miles south of the 
region I have described in my letters from 
Cerro de Pasco. To reach Cerro, I had to 
cross the mountains at an altitude of 15,000 


Titicaca, The latter journey required a full 
day's railroad travel. During it I crossed 
the pass of Crucero Alto, and in coming 
down to Juliaca fell to a height of a litt 
leas than 13,000 feet. The high altitude at- 
fected me, and I felt a slight touch of 


na a town a short distance from Lake 


night. Juliaca is the junction where the 
Southern Railroad divides, one branch go- 
ing southward to Puno on Lake Titicaca, 
and the other northward over the great pla- 
teau to the valley and ancient city of Cuzco. 
This journey is made by the express in one 
day. The ordinary trains take two days, 
and therefore after nine hours from Juliaca 
I have to stop over night at Sicuani. To 
morrow I shall resume my journey to the 
famed city of the Incas, which is about 100 
miles further on. 

Some High Mountains. 


I have already described the ride over 
the Peruvian desert from the ocean to Are- 
quipa. The journey from there to tne top 
of the mountains is even more wonderful. 
You start from the level of Mexico City and 


driving snowstorm that I slid 


soroche at the hotel where we stopped over- 


these mountains rise up like a great white 
rampart of irregular shape, kissing the 
sky; and again they extend in a saw-tooth 
construction as far as your eyes can reach. 

The vegetation changes the moment you 
near the top of the Andes. As you climb 
the western slope at an altitude of two 
miles or more the grass begins to sprinkle 
the semi-arid hillsides, and when you cross 
the pass and come down to the plateau you 
are in a region of sod covered with tufts of 
wiry grass which are too coarse for any- 
thing but the llamas. The plateau itself is 
covered with flocks of sheep and alpacas. 
There are herds of cattle and you see droves 
of Hamas loaded with goods of one kind or 
another being driven along. There are In- 
dian villages at every few miles, and in 
places the pampa is spotted with low mud 
huts roofed with straw, each of which is the 
home of an Indian who grazes his alpacas 
and llamas near by. Everywhere on the 
sides of the valley are the remains of the 
cultivation of the Incas. There are ter-

By 
the fast.trains it is possible to reach Cuzco 
from the ocean inside of three days. I am 
taking four in order that I may better see 
the country and people. The first stage of 
my travels was up the mountains from the 
port of Mollendo to Arequipa.

The irrigated lands 
are exceedingly valuable. They have all 
been taken up by the whites or the cholos, 
and are exploited by them with Indian la- 
bor.

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by Spaniards or Mextcans, the treatment is 
often indifferent; the food is bad and little 
attention is given the men if they are sick. 
When too ill to work, they are often turned 
out on the public roads to die. 

A great many abuses which have caused 
the employer great financial loss have re- 
sulted from this system. Money given to 
labor contractors to be used as advances to 
laborers has frequently been appropriated 
by the labor agent, without any attempt 
being made to secure men. Often the labor- 
ers have taken the advanced money, signed 
a contract and when on the way to the rail- 
road, decamped, returning to their villages. 
At times gangs would be recruited with the 
assistance of the local “Presidente,” or 
chief of the village, and an understanding 
was had with the men that in case they 
escaped no attempt would be made to ap- 
prehend them. In neither case was it pos- 
sible for the plantation owner to recover 
the money. 

Men, as a rule, were recruited three or 
fous days march from a railroad, and the 
officials of each village through which they 
passed would exact a tribute of one peso 
por head. If they finally arrived at the plan- 
tation for which they were recruited it re- 
quired constant vigilance on the part of the 
employer to prevent them from running 
away. In the old days, if the men were re 
captured, it was possible to return them to 
their work. This depended, however, upon 
the relations existing between the employer 
and the local “Jefe Politico.” For the past 
five years, however, it has been found very 
difficult to force the men to fulfill their con- 
tracts. On account of these losses, this 
labor finally became so high to the planta- 
tion owner that of late the cuadrilla system 
is being abandoned. 

The case of the enganche is a different 
story. The verb enganchar means, ac- 
cording to the Spanish Academy, “military,” 
“to-induce to enlist through payment of 
money.” If a sugarcane planter in the 
State of Vera Cruz, or a tobacco planter in 
the famed Valle Nacional of the State of 
Oaxaca, requires fifty to 500 laborers, he 
makes his wants—known to a labor con- 
tractor in Orizaba or the City of Mexico. 
The latter will agree to deliver the required 
number of laborers at a fixed price per head, 
varying from forty to fifty pesos. As in the 
case of all other merchandise, the price de- 
pends upon the law of supply and demand. 
Half of this amount is charged to the labor- 
er's account, and must be repaid out of his 
wages. 

The employer will ask no questions as to 
how the men are secured, only stipulating 
that they shall not be under 16 nor over 
45 years of age, and that they shall be serv- 
iceably sound. On some of the larger 
plantations t ‘s now required that the men 
shall be examined by a physician before 
being accepted. The contractor is some- 
times able to secure the required number 
from among the petty offenders in the jails 
of Pueblo or Oaxaca. Sometimes they are 


themselves locked up u a corral with others 
of their kind, duly signed up for a term of 
labor in the tropics. Each of these men is 
provided with a contract, duly signed and 
sealed, stating that he has received in ad- 
vance any sum that the imagination of the 
labor contractor may fix upon, usually about 
twenty-five pesos. He has also contracted 
to work six months on a plantation of which 
he has never heard, at the rate of 50 cents 
per day and food. 

The police regulations of the City of Mex- 
ico provide that when a gang of these men 
is leaving the city each man must be ques- 
tioned by an inspector, as to whether or 
not de is going voluntarily. As none of 
these mei are ever turned back, it is prob- 
able that the labor contractor is able to con- 
vince the inspector of the purity of his 
methods without going through the formal- 
ity of questioning the men. On arriving at 
the plantation they are locked up in bar- 
racks, generally provided with long rows of 
wooden bunks, although very often the only 
bed is the bare ground. Each man is served 
with a straw mat, to be used as a mattress, 
and a red cotton blanket for covering. 
These are charged up against his account 
at the usual company store prices. On one 
or two of the more modern American planta- 
tions these barracks are screened, to keep 
out the swarms of mosquitoes and other in- 
sects, and a hospital and doctor are also 
provided. On the great majority of the 
haciendas, however, no effort is made to 
protect the men from sickness, and very 
little attention is paid to them when III. 

The men work from the first break of 
dawn until dark, sometimes fifteen hours a 
day, exposed alternately to torrential rains 
and tropical suns, and to the stings of the 
myriads of insects with which the tropics 
abound. The work on the sugar cane plan- 
tations is particularly hard, and when it is 
remembered that these enganchados are 
generally men not accustomed to continu- 
ous, hard manual labor, and that they are 
often alcoholics, the effect on them can be 
imagined. The death rate is appalling, and 
it would probably be under the mark to say 
that 10 per cent. of the men in these gangs 
never return to their homes. 

The most startling thing to a foreigner is 
the apparently stolid manner in which they 
acquiesce in their miserable existence. They 
apparently feel no resentment toward the 
contractor who cheated them into signing 
away their labor, nor to the overseers, who 
more often than not mistreat them. The 
following incident will illustrate this seem- 
ing indifference: 

A boy, 15 or 16 years of age, dressed in 
the customary shirt and cotton drawers of 
the peon, a cheap straw hat and leather san- 
dals, the exposed part of his arms, legs and 
feet, and the back of his head and neck cov- 
ered with sores, stopped at a small store 
near a sugar plantation to purchase cigar- 
ettes. The following conversation between 
the proprietor of the store and the boy en- 
sued:

service; here is my boleto. (There is a 
standing reward of five pesos offered by the 
plantation where this boy was employed for 
the capture of any runaway enganchado. 
Consequently the villagers in the vicinity 
are always on the lookout for these run- 
aways. When their accounts are liquidated, 
the laborers are furnished with a boleto, or 
ticket, to that effect.) The boy was then 
asked where he was from and for how long 
a time he had been recruited, and giving the 
storekeeper this information, it appeared 
that he had been working eight months in- 
stead of the six as stipulated in his con- 
tract. When asked to explain this, he re- 
plied, without resentment or ill-feeling: 
“Don Pedro said that I had broken some of 
the regulations, and he made me work *wo 
months longer as a punishment.” 

“Then you must have plenty of money 
after so long a service’? “Oh, si senor,” re 


plied the boy, and untying a rag which he 


drew from his pocket, he counted out $2.40 
(Mexican.) Paying for his cigarettes, he 
went on his way, perfectly happy. 

They will, it is true, run away if the op- 
portunity offers, but as they are kept con- 
stantly under guard, there is very little 
chance for them to do so. At the expiration 
of their six months term of service they are 
paid in cash whatever balance may be due 
them, but as the books are kept by the em 
ployer, this balance is never allowed to ex- 
ceed a few pesos, or barely sufficient to get 
them away from the plantation. 

Without this contract labor ft is difficult 
to see how the work on many of these plan- 
tations could be carried on. On the tobacco 
plantation in the Valle Nacional there is no 
free labor at all. In the case of the sugar 
plantations the supply of voluntary labor is 
limited and unreliable. A big sugar mill, 
like any other plant, must be run to its full 
capacity if the product is to be handled 
economically. Many of these mills will 
rind from 600 to 1000 tons of cane a day. 
The very limited number of free laborers 
will work only when necessity drives them 
to it, and if a sugar mill in the tropics de- 
pended on this class of labor they would 
often find themselves on Monday morning 
without any field hands to cut and load the 
cane. On the other hand, the slow spread 
of education will eventually stamp out this 
system of contract labor, and the planters 
may have to turn to Asia for a supply of 
field hands.

Flawless Emeralds. 

[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] A flaw- 
less emerald is said to be valued by jewelers 
at three or more times as much as a flawless 
diamond of like weight. The first emeralds 
are supposed to have come from India, but 
there is doubt as to their true identity and 
some of them seem to have been the rare 
green variety of corundum, the remarkable 
stone that in red gives us ruby and in biue 
and yellow is sapphire. Mines in Egypt 
yielded emeralds, some of which were prob- 
ably included among Cleopatra's jewels. 
The Spaniards obtained fine stones from 
Mexico, Peru and Ecuador. The mines of 
Muzo in Colombia are now the chief source, 
although emeralds are found in Russia and! 
the United States. The Muzo mines yield 
700,000 or 800,000 carats a year, in several 
grades. From these mines came the most 
valuable single emerald known, which is the 
property of the Duke of Devonshire, and is 
a perfect, six-sided crystal, measuring 2 
inches in length and 2%, 2 1-5 and 1% inches

Such a Name! 


HE United States Department of Agri- 
culture has introduced a tree named 
Haloxylon ammodendron, which name, as 


the writer sees it, would mean Salt-wood | 


Sand-tree.” It belongs to the saJt-bush or 
Goosefoot family, Chenopodiaceae; a family 
not noted for the production of real wood. 
In appearance this tree much resembles a 
Casuarina or “beef-wood.” In its native 
Turkestan it is a famous sand binder and 
in the deserts of central Asia is one of the 
chief fuel supplies. For extreme conditions 
in local desert regions it would no doubt 
prove of some value. 


The California Laurel. 


ITH a little training the native Call- 
fornia laurel or bay (Umbellularta) 
makes an ideal street tree and as grown 
naturally is a fine ornamental for the park 
or garden. For street planting it branches 
too much below and needs keeping to a 
single stem for the first few years or until 
it has reared its head above that of the 
pedestrian on the near-by walk. As the 
trees naturally have a heavy, dense top and 
root rather lightly, care should be taken to 
see that the soll below the planting depth 
is easily entered by foraging roots. A very 
heavy or hard soll will necessarily confine 
the root action to surface strata and in 
periods of heavy rainfall the tree will blow 
over. 


Eastern Deciduous Trees. 


midsummer temperatures are 


high and the air extremely dry east- 
ern deciduous trees should not be planted. 
Our so-called deserts afford good examples 
of such conditions. in the Eastern States 
there is always a fair amount of humidity 
in the atmosphere, which is necessary to 
continued health and activity. Trees from 


South Africa, parts of Australia, and our 
own native trees are superior for planting 


in the less favored parts of this State. In 
coastal sections, more particularly where 
there is some soil moisture at no great 
depth, even in summer, one may have a 
much larger list of trees 
choose.

Deciduous Flowering Shrubs.

Dividing Shasta Daisies. 


ARGE clumps of Shasta daisies that 

have become woody and past their most 
vigorous period of blooming should be cut 
up, the old roots thrown away, and the 
younger shoots, many of which will have 
roots of their own, planted down in the 
soll. So treated the new plants will yield 
flowers in July, and next year at about the 
same period will give a larger crop than 
at any other period of their life.

Some Precautions. 


THINGS TO AVOID IN RAISING 


LARGE OR SMALL FLOCKS. 

[Don't condemn your eggs or the breeding, 
simply because your young chicks don't ma- 
ture properly. 

The fault is probably in your own camp, 
due to carelessness, neglect or ignorance. 
Make sure the incubator 16 run properly, or 
that your brooder is adequately ventilated, 
correctly heated and kept clean. Watch 
the kind of feed you are giving and a score 
of other things necessary for success. Read 
the following article carefully and get some 
expert advice.

ANY poultry raisers condemn the 
breeder from whom they purchase 
hatching eggs or, perhaps, day-old 
chicks, because of the fact that when reach- 
ing maturity the fowls do not attain stand- 
ard size or are below normal weight and that 
of the parent stock. In many cases eggs or 
chicks from the stock of high-grade breed- 
ers purch at good prices seem but com- 
monplac®, and this is due very largely to the 
fact that they were not properly grown, al- 
though seldom will beginners or even those 
who are experienced, admit that they have 
neglected anything in the proper growing 
of the chick. 

Even among more experienced poultry 
raisers every now and then circumstances 
arise over which they had or had not con- 
trol, which cause setbacks in the growing of 
chicks. They can be due to many causes. 
The battle of successfully rearing chicks is 
not over after they have passed the ten-day 
period in winter, but care and good manage- 
ment must be continued from then until the 
chicks are fully matured and beyond. 

The chicks hatched should be from good 
strong parents, properly incubated and 
brooded, for if any neglect has occurred in 
the breeding pen, or the eggs have not been 
properly incubated or brooijed, then no 
amount of care or managemeat can overbal- 
ance these faults. Faulty breeding means 
fowls that are not vigorous. Feed the hens 
a proper ration that is best adapted to the 
producing of a normal (not forced) output 
of fertile eges. 

The eggs as gathered should be properly 
kept in a temperature of from 45 to 60 de 
grees and kept in a place free from strong 
draughts. Proper incubation means the 
maintenance of an even temperature in the 
machine of 102% to 103 deg., the full twenty- 
one days: the providing of the proper 
amount of moisture and fresh air, the proper 
and careful turning of the eggs and allowing 
the right amount of cooling. 


Temperature Must Be Regular.

Any incubator run one day at 90 degrees, 
the next day at 104 or 105 degrees, will hatch 
the chicks, but it will not produce the even 
hatch or will not hatch all the chicks healthy 
and strong. 

Then comes the brooding. If the chicks 
are not put in a brooder so constructed that 
it can maintain a heat of 100 to 95 degrees 
during the first ten days, chilled chicks are 
the result. Or the brooder may be so eer 
structed as not to give the proper amount 
of fresh air. Again, the brooder may be a 
good one, and the operator may be to blame 
in running it improperly. While great im- 
provements have been made in incubator 
and brooder construction within the past 
few years, the apparatus is not yet self-refu- 
lating and cannot run for any considerable 
leneth of time without the use of brains be- 
hind it. Consequently, the breeder of high- 
grade hatching ees or day-old chicks very 
often gets the blame for faults that should 
ve laid to the purchaser of the eggs or chicks 
instead of the breeder. 


Don't Crowd Brooders. 


The results obtained by poultry keepers 
are often wonderful, considering the abuse 
the eges or chicks have been subjected to 
In the smaller hovers the usual number of 
chicks should never be more than fifty, but, 
as a rule, the bezinner crowds in double that 
number, and while this may be all right fo: 
the first ten days when the chicks are smal!

Popular Breed of Small Game. 


RED PILE GAME BANTAMS. 


Game fowls were formerly the most popu- 
lar breed of fow! in England, and Bantams 
naturally were widely cultivated. Sixty 
years ago the Game Bantam was short- 
legged, loose-feathered, with drooping wings 
and a large-spread tail. From that time, 
great advances have been” made in their 
breeding and they show better quality than 
the large Game. In fact, there are many 
American and Canadian fanciers devoting 
their energies exclusively to Game Ban- 
tams. They are exclusively a fanciers’ 
fowl. The carcasses and eggs are unsalable 
on account of size, though the eggs are be- 
lieved by some to be exceptionally nutri 
tious. 

They are bred for the pleasure of the 


work and amusement in rearing, furnishing 
a diversion for children, who make pets of 
them. Some get satisfaction out of breed- broilers for the market are to

after that period they grow very rapidly, and 
overcrowd their quarters. 

The result is that at night they do not get 
the proper amount of fresh air; second, they 
have not the proper amount of floor space 
and, while they have made a good growth up 
to ten days or two weeks, from that time on 
they drag along—many falling by the way- 
side. The poultry raiser should always re- 
member, and this holds good in all livestock 
or plant life, that every time the growth is 
checked, it takes that much longer for it to 
mature, and a number of these chicks—due 
to mismanagement—will never attain their 
full size. 

This means, in the case of broilers, a de- 
lay of several weeks in getting them to a 
marketable size; it means perhaps a 
month or more for the first egg, which 
if many fowls are kept, amounts to 
a considerable loss. It means underweight 
in the showroom, and any lack of proper 
growth means the lack of perfect shape in 
the breed. 

Many a beginner who purchased the eggs 
or chicks of some noted breeder who has 
won at New York, Boston, Philadelphia or 
Baltimore, could produce just as good specs 
mens as the breeder who sold him the eggs, 
if he knew how to raise them. 

In other words, it is all in the proper grow- 
ing of the stock, and while the beginner can, 
he seldom does grow stock in the way it 
should be grown. Poultry raisers hate to 
think that the poultry have lice, but in the 
majority of cases where trouble appears in 
the growing flock, it can be traced to lice, 
though every other ailment and cause is 
looked for first. 


Must Prevent Lice. 
Buildings can be brand-new, but if a fight 


is not made against vermin, lice will soon 
„% found. Sperrows, one of the poultry rais- 


ers’ greatest pests, are carriers of lice and 
disease, and are frequentiy the cause of |

ceeded, our laborious progress being less 
than twenty miles in every twenty-four 
hours. Although some might have com- 
plained of dull monotony, there was always 
something of interest to note and study. 
Bird life grew more numerous and more 
varied—jet-biack and long-necked diving 
cormorants, flocks of giant pelicans skim- 
ming the waters, flights of wild ducks over- 
head uttering their clamorous call, hawks, 
eagles, cranes, kites, and among the trees, 
the inevitable and ubiquitous raucous- 
voiced crow. 

Toward the headwaters of the lake prepa- 
rations for the coming big harvest of fish 
were in evidence. At certain points consid- 
erable fleets of junks and sampans were 
assembled. We skirted one great bay that 
was already cut off from the main waters 
of the lake by a line of stakes and bamboo 
mats that must have been at least six 
miles long; every fish within that inclosure 
was a prisoner and doomed to capture 
within a week or two. Here myriads of 
birds were assembled in knowing expec- 
tancy. 

Prudent Pirates. 


There was something uncanny yet fasci- 
nating in the submerged forest. Here a 
sampan poled by two upright and almost 
nude figures was slowly and silently moving 
through the maze of tree branches. There, 
amidst a denser patch, could be glimpsed 
the fantastically decorated prow of a big 
Chinese junk, with eager dusky faces watch- 
ing us through narrow apertures. Such a 
scene inevitably suggested pirates, and as 
we learned later from the French adminis- 
trator at Angkor pirates there are on the 
Great Lakes; but ther are wise in their 
generation, for never by any chance do they 
interfere with European travelers. A Cam- 
bodian crew and boat can disappear over- 
night without leaving a ripple on the wa- 
ters, but a single white man missing would 
lead to serious complications. 

Most of the time we were fighting a stiff 
head breeze, but occasionally, when a slant 
of wind favored, our junks would hoist sail. 
And oh! what a motley and fantastic array 
of sail cloth—on one boat a couple of old 
blankets, one white, the other blue, tied to- 
gether; on another a ragged square of mat- 
ting. perforated and gashed in a dozen 
places; on a third nothing more nor less 
than a big mosquite curtain appropriated 
from our bedding supplies and, despite its 
flimsy texture, holding the wind in really 
wonderful fashion. When the sails were 
filled and the waters merrily rippling 
| against the prow, our boys would cease 
from their labors and come one by one into 
the tiny cabin for companionship and to 
satisfy their curiosity. They would sit 
around the curved floor, eagerly watching 
and conversing in subdued whispers. The 
pictures In the advertising section of a 
magazine would afford them occupation for 
an hour. 

Then our meals were of endless interest 
to them—they would even drop their oars 
to be present at an informal midday lunch- 
eon. The opening of a can was a delight, 
the popping of a cork a sensation, and at 
the end both empty can and empty bottle 
would be ‘carried off as valuable treasure 
‘trove. Fortunately, I happened to have 
with me a box of Burmese cheroots, black 
in color and portly in girth, strong as a 
smoke, but excellent to those accustomed 
to their flavor. After dinner I would dis- 
around; each boy 
would reverently receive the gift with both 
palms uplifted and joined. I would recom- 
mend these cigars as the finest tipping cur- 
rency in Cambodia, for we had only to 
watch the enjoyment with which they were 
consumed to realize that no coin of the 
realm could have given such intense satis- 
faction.

In due course we proceeded with solemn 
faces to the work of lathering, and when 
finally the miniature lawn mowers, operat- 
ing all together like a battery of harvesters 
in a wheat field, began their task and left 
broad, clean furrows on well-soaped cheeks 
and chins. astonishment overleaped the 
bounds ot gentle courtesy, and those five 
Cambodians, belonging, be it remembered, 
to a beardiess race, fairly jumped about and 
shouted in thelr excitement. Then came 
peals of laughter when the young actor, 
with imperturbable gravity, finally pow- 
dered his face and neck from brow to Ad- 
am's apple. Afraid no doubt lest unton- 
trollable merriment might he mistaken for 
rudeness, the spectators flea, and for an 
hour thereafter we could tear from the 
deck their animated chatter and subdued 
cachinations. But When we emerged from 
the cabin, clean-shaved and our own self- 
respect restored by a change of garments, 
the boys bowed lower than ever in respect- 
ful admiration. 

By noontide next day we were in the 
Siem-Reap River, and an hour later there 
was a busy scene of debarkation at a (ittle 
native village which supplied a swarm of 
deeply interested spectators, men, women, 
and children, the last-named clothed c.ly in 
the modesty of unconscious nudity.

It would be of high consequence to the 
human family, of course, if the tissues and 
organs of the lower animals could be made 
serviceable in the bodily economy of man. 
For it is the failure of some organ, like the 
liver, kidney or heart, that often occasions 
death when all the other parts of the body 
are in workable condition. It has been 
proved possible to transfer bones from the 
leg to mend defects of the jaw or spine, and 
skin, nerves and tissue are made to serve 
in new locations where repairs are vital. It 
was recently proved at Baltimore that the 
cornea of a pig’s eye can be grafted upon 
the eye of a child.

Successful Nerve Surgery. 


Paralyzed and atrophied muscles may be 
restored by a replacement of the destroyed 
nerves that supplied these organs with the 
impulse of life. The action of every muscle 
is the result of an impulse of the brain, and 
if the nerve leading from the brain to the 
muscle be out of working order there is the 
same failure to transmit energy as when 
a telegraph wire has been cut and the ends 
separated. The muscle begins to degen- 
erate. Until recent years it was supposed 
that such muscle and nerve wasting was 
incurable. The unfortunate victim of facial 
paralysis, caused by injury or cold, of in- 
fantile paralysis, of paralysis of various 
sets of muscles in consequence of wounds 
and contusions, remained without hope. 

Surgical experiments have, however, dem- 
onstrated that if a cut nerve be immediate- 


gland was taken from a youth of 18 years 
who had been dead seventeen hours. 
Dr. Lydston said if the operation should 


prove a permanent success it may be a new 
remedy for Bright's disease, hardening of 
the arteries and ailments due to premature 
senility.

This “nerve-grafting” is found to give ulti 
mately results almost as good as those ob- 
tained by the older method of nerve union. 

The remarkable feature of the new oper- 
ation is that it proves conclusively that a 
brain cell may be taught to perform two 
separate functions. Each nerve communi- 
cates with a particular set of brain cells 
which control its activities. It was sup- 
posed that these cells were of a highly spe- 
clalized character, and could perform only 
the function allotted to them by nature. The 
idea that they might be taught to control 
in addition an entirely opposite, even a dif- 
ferent series of actions, was regarded as 
absurd.

Medical Carelessmess or Inefficiency.

In the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. Ralph 8. Lavenson of Los 
Angeles takes physicians to task for their 
failure to diagnose tuberculosis in its early 
stages. In but twelve cases out of a total 
of sixty-six that came under his observa- 
tion while the patients were undergoing 
sanatorium treatment, did he find that the 
diagnosis of pulmonary 
made immediately or within a few weeks 
after the patient first sought a physician. 
A number of the fifty-four patients whose 
histories he studied, he says, visited more 
than one physician; 
fact, convinced that they were subjects of 
an early tuberculous infection, in spite of 
the attempt of physicians to reassure them, 
visited almost every practitioner in the 
community in which they lived. 
thus collected the records of the examina- 
tions performed as a result of the visits of 
these fifty-four patients to seventy-two 
different physicians,” and in no instance 
was a competent diagnosis made. As re- 
gards these findings he says: 

“The fact that when subjects with symp- 
toms of pulmonary tuberculosis presented 
themselves for medical care, but one physi- 
cian out of seventy-two performed the 
three absolutely essential tests before deny- 
ing the existence of tuberculosis, denotes a 
deplorable lack of thoroughness in the pro- 
fessional attitude of physicians 
patients presenting themselves 
early symptoms of tuberculosis. Moreover, 
in 13.8 per cent. of the cases, not one of 
these measures was performed, even though 
in almost all of the patients the sypmtoms 
were sufficient to justify more than a suspi- 
clon of the existence of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and in all were such as to justify 
an ex. mination for its possible existence.

In closing. just a word. A scrupulously 
well-kept skin is usually associated with cul- 
tivated taste, susceptibility to fine and del 
cate things, a degree of self-respect more 
than skin deep. The real reason for taking 
a daily bath is more than mere keeping 
clean; a cold bath in the morning raises the 
level of mental activity and increases the 
supply of energy. The stimulus of the re 
action increases blood circulation, respira- 
tion is deepened, and the active exercise pre- 
ceding the bath (and the rubbing) gives one 
a good start for the day.

balance of the cargo had been appraised, 
there would be a return to the rendezvous, 
when the goods would be reshipped, and 
the voyage continued. 

Master John Lawler of Karimoko and 
Capt. John Bradshaw of the Franklin en- 
gaged extensively in transshipment. Law- 
lers ren envous was Santa Catalina Island. 
Bradshaw operated further south. In 1828 
he was arrested in San Diego, but he man- 
aged to get aboard of his vessel and sail 
away, his entire company deriding the Mex- 
fean flag and the forty cannon shot that pur- 
sued. 

So large a portion of both native and for- 
eign inhabitants were engaged in contra 
band trade that detection was well-nigh im- 
possible. Neither traders nor native Call- 
fornians considered themselves dishonored 
by their proceedings, but related them 
, rather with pride. At one time all retail 
trade was prohibited to foreign vessels, in 
order to protect home trade. The ruling 
was utterly disregarded, and foreign traders, 
moreover, became offended. At another 
time when revolution had wrought change 
of authority, free coasting trade privileges 
were extended to foreigners, and tariff re- 
duced 40 per cent. This had no other effect 
than to reduce revenues. Later afl trade 
was prohibited excepting Monterey, 
which had the only customhouse. Again 
Vallejo attempted to have the port of entry 
transferred to San Francisco because of the 
continued, flagrant smuggling. He believed 
that the evil could be more easily checked 
from this port, and the government reve 
nues increased, while importation by mule 
train overland would be increaséd and the 
Californians themselves encouraged to be 
come owners of coasting vessels. Vallejo 
had a private ax to grind, but failed, since 
his plan found no favor. 

In 1838 Carlos Carrillo attempted to brow- 
beat Arribenos by closing the port of Mon- 
terey, and opening that of San Diego.. The 
decree, however, had no effect. In the fol- 
lowing year James Birme of the Hudson's 
Bay Company applied for the privilege of 
hunting otter in Californian waters, and was 
wefused. Capt. John Bancroft did not apply, 
but operated successfully in defiance of the 
law, until he was shot down by a member 
of his own Indian crew. 

It had gradually become the custom to ac 
cept goods from foreign vessels in payment 
of duties, to such an extent that coin had 
become very scarce, and the prices of goods 
were raised to extravagant figures. Alva- 
rado, in 1839, proposed that one-third of the 
tax ou any import be demanded in coin; and 
the persons holding customhouse orders on 
vessels for duties need not accept goods in 
payment if the prices were excessive. This 
measure was passed. Vallejo was again 
urging the Mexican government, this time 
for a ten-year exemption from duties for car- 
toes entering port at San Francisco. John 
Temple of Los Angeles wrote to Larkin: 
“Business is almost at a complete stand. 
I have not done half as much as 1 did last 
year by this time.” 

And so measure, after measure was passed, 
retail trading being again suspended, to be 
restored in 1840, and two Boston ships pay- 
ing in an immense duty which greatly re- 
lieved the department for the current year. 
Alvarado urged complete prohibition of 
coast trade, not only to prevent smuggling, 
but to keep out of the country the constantly 
increasing horde of deserters from foreign 
vessels, although admitting that this would 
reduce revenues foratime. It would appear 
that this very horde—naturalized and mar- 
ried into California families—-were the in 
stigators of Alvarado's movement, prompted 
by private interests. 

In October, 1840, a strange vessel made 
anchor at night near San Pedro, and goods 
were landed under cover of the dark. Sus 
picion pointed in a direction indicated by 
previous experience. The Los Angeles 
home of Don Abel Stearns was searched, 
uncovering a valuable store of silks and 
liquors. These were immediately con- 
demned. The American Don wrote excited 
letters, sent out an appeal for justice, and 
in the meantime doctored his i:voices. As 
was usually the case when offenders were 
“let down easy,” records had little to say. 
And in December a goodly lot of contraband 
hides were found in a new search of his 
warehouse’ 

In 1843 foreign vessels entering any other 
California port than that of Monterey were 
boarded by the customs guard, and hurried 
to Monterey. And yet these other ports 
were persistently entered. A supercargo ex- 
plained with gusto how a $20,000 cargo had 
been landed near San Pedro, leaving $1100

It was even implied that the receptor him- 
self had appointed the guard with a view 
to sharing the graft. The amount of goods 
upon which no duty was paid would have 
covered three-fourths of the years of trans- 
portation, and the amount on record at 
Boston ships dealt fairly with the authori- 
ties. Laws were not enforced for fear of 
offending these, and vessels began to whole 
sale and retail freely up and down the coast, 
regardless of laws. 

Interference with the missions had mate 
rially reduced crops, making it exceedingly 
dificult to obtain cargoes of produce and 
to collect debts. “Another obstacle to the 
success of legitimate trade was the privi- 
lege that had been allowed to whalers of 
selling goods to pay for the supplies they 
needed. Not only having no tonnage duties 
to pay, no long stay to make on the coast, 
and no extra expenses by reason of their 
commercial ventures, could they undersell 
all rivals; but they took advantage of their 
license to sell secretly an amount of goods 
greatly exceeding their privileges, both on 
their own account and in aid of smugglers.” 
This year whalers were deprived of the 
privilege—always illegal—of selling any 
goods, for fear of losing the benefits of the 
Boston trade. 

Gov. Micheltorena promulgated decrees. 
Elaborate plans were laid to circumvent con- 
traband trade. But United States Consul 
Larkin wrote from Monterey in 1846 that the 
laws of Mexico were little heeded, and no 
attention was paid to the Mexican tariff. 


By this time an ever-increasing number of 
retail and wholesale houses were spring- 
ing up in Los Angeles and the retail 
trade of the surrounding country was 
becoming absorbed into this center. These 
establishments were as ready as the good 
mission fathers to take advantage of the 
contraband trade. In 18445 Micheltorena 
established a tax of $50 a month on all for- 
elgn vessels for coasting privileges, thus 
collecting $5000. Pio Pico annulled the law 
when he became Governor. And then com- 
menced a new regime with gringo rule. 
How he dealt with the smuggling problem is 
another story. 

When is the Prime of Life.

American Radium. 
[Science:] Although, until recently, the 
manufacture of radium has been carried on 
almost wholly in France and Germany, there 


appears to be no good reason why our Amer- 
ican carnotite should not be treated at home. 
Carnotite is much more easily treated 
than pitchblende and the essential features 
of methods for its chemical treatment are 
well known, although much of the mechani- 
cal detail of operation has been kept secret. 
As the mechanical requirements, however, 
are those which any well-grounded chemi- 
cal engineer should be able to solve, there 
seems to be no good reason why any of our 
carnotite ores should be shipped 
even at two or three times the present mar- 
ket price of the material.
